What either the '*main body" or the 
"rear guard" consists of has not been 
ilofinitely fixed, but from

patches from the Associated 
Press 
correspondents with the Japanese and 
Russians, the two combined must be 
but a small portion of the army which 
General 
Kuropatkln 
bad 
gathered 
along the banks oi the Shakhe and 
Hun rivers. And yet those who have 
reached Tie Pass, worn out from days 
of fighting aJid retreating, are not out 
of difnger, the Japanese, it is reported, 
having already started another turn- 
ing joiovement v/hlch will force the 
Russians on to the plains north of Tie 
Pass, where, in tneir 
disorganized 
state, tliey would be easy prey for the 
victory-flushed soldiers of the mikado. 


The men who escaped are .strength- 
ening the fortifications in Tie Pass, 
but it is hardly possible that .the pass, 
can be held iu face of the overwhelm- 
ing forces oppobed to the Russians, 
and it is not likely that Oyama.v/ill 
rest satisfied with his victory at Muk- 
den as he did after Liao Yang.

RUSSIANS GATHER AT TIE PASS 


Working 
Desperately to 
Strengthen 
Lines to Meet the Japs, 


St. Petersburg, March 14.—Russia's 
^"grand army," with the exception of 
the thousands killed or taken prison- 
ers on the 
plains 
and 
mountains 
around Mukden, Is gathering slowly 
behind the fortifications of Tie Pass, 
which were built as a refuge before 
the battle of Liao Yang, and Is fever- 
ishly engaged In the work of reorgani- 
zation and further strengthening Its 
lines. According to the general staff, 
the main body has already completed 
its retreat, and the rear guard south- 
ward is falling back slowly, keeping 
iu touch with the pursuing columns 
of Japanese. In the complete absence 
of further Information yesterday it is 
difficult to say whether the pursuit has 
Blackened or is being conducted 
by 
only a portion of the Japanese, and 
military officials here hope that, as 
after the battle of Liao Yang, Field 
Marshal Oyama has paused to give hi^ 
Weary troops a momentary breathing 
space, while extending his 
railroad 
and other liaes of supply to his new 
position and preparing for the next 
blow. 


To the Russian army every minute 
is now valuable, and the footsore and 
disheartened detachments have been 
given scarcely an hour's rest before 
being set at work with spade and pick 
impH-oving the defenses of the pass.

tremely heavy, enough to cripple of- 
fensive operations for many months. 
General Kuropatkln admits that 50,000 
wounded were carried off. but 
says 
nothing as to how many killed, Vound- 
e<l and prisoners were loft behind; and 
from his picture of a little handful of 
two officers and 150 men of tho Im- 
perial Rifles marching off, lod by tlielr 
gallant colonel, clinging to their stand- 
ard, can be derived some idea of the 
losses sustained by the regiments that 
bore the brunt of the 
fighting. 
The 
exploit of the GOO at Balaklava pales 
besides this. Even the losses In the 
"Bloody Angle," of the Wilderness and 
in the battle of Antietam are scarcely 
'Comparable.

A retreat from Mukden began on

Expect Resumption of Heavy Fighting

has been extensively fortified, and it 
Is thought that the Russians will rally 
thei'e in an endeavor to check the Japa- 
nese.

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BELIEVE PEACE IS IN SIGHT 


Tha Czar Learnt of General T«rm« 
Acceptable to Japan. 


Washington, March 14.—When the 
czar calls his war council he will bo 
able to inform them that Japan will 
welcome peace on reasonablo 
terms 
and will promptly name her 
condi- 
tions, provided 
she 
receives 
trust- 
worthy assurances that they will be 
seriously considered. 


'This the emperor has learned from 
friendly chancellories in EuiX)po, as 
well as tlie general terms acceptable 
to Japan. These, it is said. Include the 
retention by Julian of Port Arthur, a 
Japanese protectorate over Korea and 
an indemnity. 


From a high oHicial the Associated 
Press hears that Russia has recalled 
her second Pacific squadron. 


An attache of a Russian embassy In 
Europe is quoted as expressing the 
belief that Kuropatkin's recent defeat 
will force Russia to ask for peace. 


Briefly, these were the reports cur- 
rent In the diplomatic corps, and as a 
result of tills important information 
oincial Washington believes that Rus- 
sia and Japan are on the verge of 
peace. 


Count Cassini, the Russian ambas- 
sador, is the notable exception in the 
group of foreign envoys here, 


"However generous the terms which

That Is one thing for which the 
war will be fought to the end. Victory 
for the Russian arms will alone

It may be six months, a year or per- 
haps two years. Time will be no con- 
sideration."

that St, Petersburg and

Tokio is the capital from which the 
world must hope for peace proposal!, 
Mr. Takahira, the Japanese minister, 
said In the most emphatic 
manner 
that Japan had not directly proposed 
peace. He did not deny that neutral 
powers through their envoys from timo 
to timé had sounded Japan as to the 
terms on which she 
would 
accept 
peace, but these he said necessarily 
changed with the progress of hostili- 
ties. the intimation being that Russia 
could have obtained better terms after 
the fall of Port Arthur than after the 
capture of Mukden.

The Russion general staff reports 
üiat ‘*thc main l)ody has already com- 
¿loted its retreat, and the rear guard

What either the “main body** or the 
“rear guard*' consists of has not been 
iloñnitely ñxed, but from 
the 
dis­ 
patches from the Associated 
Press 
correspondents with the Japanese and 
Russians, the two combined must be 
but a small portion of the army which 
General 
Kuropatkin 
liad 
gathered 
along the banks of the Shakhe and 
Hun rivers. And yet those who have 
reached Tie Pass, worn out from days 
of fighting and retreating, are not out 
of difnger, the Japanese, it is reported, 
having already started another turn­ 
ing movement v/hich will Xorce the 
Russians on to the plains north of Tie 
Pa63, where, in tneir 
disorganized 
state, tliey would be easy prey for the 
victory-flushed soldiers of the mikado. 
The men who escaped are strength­ 
ening the fortifications in Tie Pass„ 
but it is hardly possible that .the pass, 
can be held in face of the overwhelm­ 
ing forces oppobcd to the Russians, 
and it is not likely that Oyama,v;ill 
rest satisfied with his victory at Muk­ 
den as he did after U ao Yang. 
As to the losses. General Kuroiiat- 
kin now admits that 50,000 wounded 
were can*icd off the field. 
with 
the 26,o00 dead left on the field, tho 
40,000 prisoners and the wounded left 
in the hospitals, 
C'om es 
comewhat 
nearer the latest Japanese estimate

Working 
Desperately to Strengthert 
Lines to Meet the Japs. 
St. Petersburg, March 14.—Russia's; 
^“grand army,** with the exception of 
the thousands killed or taken prison­ 
ers on the plains 
and 
mountains 
around Mukden, is gathering slowly 
behind the fortifications of Tie Pass, 
which were built as a refuge before 
the battle of I-ioo Yang, and is fever­ 
ishly engaged in the work of reorgani­ 
zation and further strengthening its 
line». According to the general staff, 
the main body has already completed 
its retreat, and the rear guard south­ 
ward is falling back slowly, keeping 
in touch with the pursuing columns 
of Japanese. In the complete absence 
of further information yesterday it is 
difficult to say whether the pursuit hag 
Blackened or is being conducted by 
only a portion of the Japanese, and 
military officials here hope that, as 
after the barttle of Liao Yang, Field 
Marshal Oyama has paused to give hl^ 
Weary troops a momentary breathing 
si)ace, while extending his railroad 
and other liues of supply to his new 
position and preparing for the next 
blow. 
To the Russian army every minute 
is now valuable, and the footsore and 
disheartened detachments have been 
glvejQ scarcely an hour's rest before 
being set at work with spade and pick 
impivovlng the defenses of the pass.

HOW THvE BATTLE WAS WON 


Kuropatkin Was Deceived Ai to Where 
the Blow Was to Be Struck. 
' 
With General Kuroki’s Army in the 
Field, northeast of Mukden, Sunday, 
March 13, via Fushun, March 14.— 
Every hour increases the magnitude of 
the disaster suifered by the Russian 
armlee. Today 25,000 dead are known 
to have been left on the field, malcing 
the casualties at least 100,000. 
Be­ 
tween 50,000 and 60,000 prisoners, some 
70 gun$ and enorruous quantities of 
ammunition and provisions fell into 
tlie hands of the Japanese. The Japa­ 
nese losses do not exceed those of 
former great battles, even 
General 
Kurokl*s army losing only 50Ô0. 
Field Marshal Oyama's plans de­ 
ceived General Kuropatkin. The Rus­ 
sian 
commander 
misjudged 
the 
strength of the Japanese. He at first 
thought that General Nogl*3 Port Ar- 
»thur army was pressing his east flank, 
and concentrated a great force there. 
This force he was afterward obliged to 
shift to Mukden, where it arrived in a 
fitate 
of 
exhaustion after a forced 
march and was un.:^le to fight. 
A retreat from Mukden began on 
March 9. 
It became a demoralized 
flight when the Russians Giscovered 
that their egress was blocltcd by Japa­ 
nese infantry and artillery from the 
east The rapid approach of the Japa­ 
nese was a complete surprise to the 
Russians, who expected that their re­ 
treat would be harassed only by the 
Japanese cavalry from tho westward. 
Saturday morning one division of 
Japflneso en<^ountered several Russian 
regiments retreating along the road 
to Tie Pass. The Russians descended 
from the hills on the Russians, who 
attempted to break through the line. 
After a sharp engagement, in which 
tho Japanese gtms did great execution, 
40u0 Russians surrendered with their 
guns, The Japanese lost lost 100 men. 
According to stories told by cap­ 
tured-Russian oflicers and the appear­ 
ance produced hy their troops, the re­ 
treat lacks organization, every bat­ 
talion shifting for Itself. 


Expect Reaumption of Heavy Fighting 
Tukio, March 13.—The Japanese pur­ 
suit of the Russian armies continues, 
and A resumption of heavy fighting in 
the vicinity of Tie Pass is anticipated. 
Tie Pass, which Is naturally strong, 
has been extensively fortified, and it 
is thought that the Ru.ssians will rally 
thes’e in an endeavor to check the Japa­ 
nese. 
The rapidly advancing Japanese al­ 
ready are In touch at Tie Pass. 
The 
Russians evidently are confused and 
exhausted and possibly are short of 
food find ammunition, and it is be­ 
lieved here that they will be unable 
to resist a strong attack.

BELIEVE PEACE IS IN SIGHT 
Th* Czar Learns of General Term« 
Acceptable to Japan. 
Washington, March 14,—When tha 
czar calls his war council ho will bo 
able to inform them that Japan will 
welcomo peace on reasonablo term» 
and will promptly name her condi­ 
tion*. provided 
she 
receives 
trust­ 
worthy assurances that tlioy will be 
seriously considered. 
This the emperor has learned from 
friendly chancellories in Eui'ope, as 
Avell as tlie general terms acceptable 
to Japan. These, it is said, include the 
retention by Japan of Port Arthur, a 
Japanese protectorate over Korea and 
an indemnity. 
Prom a high ofhcial the Associated 
Press hears that Russia has recalled 
her second Pacific squadron. 
An attache of a Russian embassy in 
Europe is quoted as expressing the 
belief tliat Kuropatkin’s recent defeat 
will force Russia to ask for peace. 
Briefly, these were the reports cur­ 
rent in the diplomatic corps, and aa a 
result of tills important information 
oinclol Washljiglon believes that Rus­ 
sia and Japan are on the verge of 
peace. 
Count Cassini, the Russian ambas­ 
sador, is the notable o.xceptlon in the 
group of foreign envoys here, 
“However generous the terras which 
Japan might offer,” tho ambassador 
said, “Russian prestige Is not among 
them. That Is one thing for which the 
war will be fought to the end. Victory 
for the Ru.ssian arms will alone 'inaka 
for peace. If not at Tie Pass, then at 
Harbin; Russia will assemble another 
army mightier than before, and with 
that army she will settle the issue. 
It may be six months, a year or per­ 
haps two years. Time will be no con­ 
sideration.” 
At the Japanese legation it is de­ 
clared that St. Peteraburg and not 
Toklo Is the capital from which the 
world must hope for peace proposals. 
Mr, Takahlra, the Japanese minister, 
said in the most emphatic manner 
that Japan had not directly proposed 
peace. He did not deny that neutral 
powers through their envoys from time 
to tlm« had sounded Japan as to the 
terms on which she 
would 
accept 
peace, but these he said necessarily 
changed with the progress of hostlll- 
tie.s, the intimation being that Russia 
could have obtained better terms after 
the fall of Port Arthur than after the 
capture ot Mukden.

TelepFioning to New Orleans. 
The new telephone line of the Illi­ 
nois Central Railroad has been com­ 
pleted from Chicago to New Orleans 
and put in operation. 
The length of 
the New Orleans line, which runs in a 
zigzag direction by way of Memphis, 
is 933 miles. 
Lines already are in 
operation between Chicago and East 
St. Louis, as far as Dubuque on the 
way to Omaha, and Fulton on the way 
to Louisville. 
Men are at work on 
these other lines, and when completed 
the system will cover approximately 
2,500 miles. 
This work has been go> 
ing on since last February, and up to 
July 1 had cost something over $114,- 
000. The system is a copper metallic 
circuit throughout. 
A good deal ol 
discussion is going on among railroad 
men as to whether It pays to go to the 
expense of putting in such a system 
when telegraphic facilities are at hand, 
but the Illinois 
Central officials be­ 
lieve in it. 
The system is expected 
to be of practical service In case of 
wrecks, as well as in keeping the va­ 
rious railroad points in close touch 
with one another. 
At any point be­ 
tween the regular stations a receiving IB. S. HEINDEL, 
and transmitting station apparatus can 
be attached to the line and communi­ 
cation at onco established. A crew of 
men in coming north from New Orl­ 
eans with apparatus.testing the capac­ 
ity of the lines at various points for the 
purpose of communicating wreck newa.

these payments, his estimate of th«

City Engineer Ericson op­ 
poses the plan, and says that it might 
be well enough to depend on the elec­ 
tricity derived from the water power to 
run the electric-lighting plant of the 
city, but the system would be too liable 
to breakdowns to trust the water­ 
works power to it.

HOUSEHOLD 
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FOLDING A TABLECLOTH. 
When not In use a tablecloth should 
be kept in folded crcases, and when 
brought out to be spread should be laid 
on the table and unfolded its entir* 
length (the width being doubled), with 
the centr* crease along the centre of 
the table. Then the half breadth that 
is folded should be turned back and 
the cloth will hang evenly. Careless 
servants often gather up a cloth “any­ 
how,” without taking the trouble to 
fold it up again in its own creases, and 
thus fresh ones are made. A table* 
cloth will last fresh-looking as long 
again if it is always folded up after 
its own folds and put away untU tha 
next meal. 


USES FOR BLUB PRINTS. 
Camera devotees have discovered 
some charming little wayc of handling 
their blue prints. A particularly good 
effect Is gained by framing the prints 
with black or gray and using a dull 
red mat 
Pond or woodland scenes 
handled in this way make delightful 
color touches for tha dining-room or 
smoking-room walla.

A HOUSEHOLD COMPORT. 
One of the necessities of a household 
Is a hot-water bag. For many aches 
and pains it gives relief and where 
there is a baby this bag is ever a com* 
fort in the crib and carriage. 
In preparing the bag for use boiling 
water should not be put in it and 
neither should It be more than half 
filled. After the water is in it place 
the bag on your lap before putting in 
the stopper, and carefully press out 
the steam. This makes the bag softer, 
as it is relieved of the pressure the 
steam makes. 
When not using the bag drain out 
the water, let it hang bottom side up 
for a little while, then take it down 
and with the mouth blow a little air 
into It, just enough to keep the inside 
from coming together, as it will often 
do if there is no air in It in which case 
the bag is quite sure to be ruined in 
pulling it apart. 
If you have a bag that Is stuck to­ 
gether put it into some hot water with 
a few drops of ammonia, let it remain 
a few minutes, then with a thin, dull* 
edged piece of wood, try to separate 
th® inside very carefully. Never fold 
a rubber bag after it has once been 
used. A flannel bag for covering the 
rubber bag is very useful.—New Tork 
American. 


RECIPES, 


Scotch Cakes—Put into a bowl two 
cupfuls of sifted fiour; rub in It three* 
fourths cup of butter: add one cupful 
of sugar and two eggs beaten, one 
teaspoonful of cinnamon; mix thor* 
ougliiy; roll out on a floured board 
quite thin, and cut with a round cut« 
ter; place on a greased pan and bake 
in a moderate oven fifteen minutes, 
Cheese Omelet—Beat three eggs; add 
to them three tablespoonfuls of milk, 
a pinch of salt and a little pepper; 
put one teaspoon of butter in the fry* 
ing pan; when melted turn In the 
omelet mixture; let cook slowly; when 
a crust has formed on the under side 
sprinkle thickly with gi'flted cheese, 
then fold in half and turn on a hot 
platter; sprinkle with chopped parsley 
or with grated cheese, and put in A hot 
oven until the cheese Is melted. 
Sweet Rice Croquettes—Steam three- 
fourths of a cup of rico in one pint 
of boiling water or half milk and water 
until very tender; add while hot one 
tablespoon of butter, two tablespoon* 
fuls of sugar and the beaten yolk of 
one egg; if too stiff add hot milk and 
season with salt; spread on a platter; 
when cold form Into small hollow 
cakes, put in the centre of each a 
soft raisin or a piece of stewed prune. 
Jelly or marmalade; fold in half; roll 
in crumbs, then in egg, then in crumbs 
again; fry in deep, hot fat a deep 
Drown; drain on paper; arrange on a 
folded napkin and sprinkle over pow* 
tferod sugar.

his own, how the country came to be 
discovered, in the opening chapter of 
has very readable book, 'Venezuela, a 
Land Where It's Always Summer,' pub- 
lished in 1896. 
In addition, Mr. Cur- 
tis tells us some very valuable things 
about tho people of the country past 
and present, and dwells at length upon 
trade conditions which the people of 
this country might, if they would, take 
advantage. 


'•According to current history, the 
republic, now known as the republic of 
the United States of Venezuela, was 
discovered as early as 1449 by the Cas- 
Ullian knight Alonzo de Ojeda, whohad 
been associated v/ith Columbus on his 
second voyage, and who commanded a 
fleet of four vessels, chartered 
and 
equipped by some wealthy merchants 
of Seville. 


"For 240 years Venezuela remained 
loyal to the Spanish crown, 
during 
which period Spain displayed the same 
rapacity, Injustice and cruelty which 
has characterized her rule in all tho 
colonies she has possessed, a policy 
whose fruits were always rebellion, un- 
til today nothing but a decadent king- 
dom remains of a once mighty empire, 
whose ships covered the known wa- 
ters of the globe and whose commerce 
dominated all that was then known of 
the civilized world. 


"July 5, 1811, the leading men of 
Caracas proclaimed 
a 
republic and 
adopted a constitution very similar to 
that of our own country. 
Ten years 
of war followed, which ended in the 
expulsion of the S'panish army from 
the province. In 1847 a treaty of peace 
was signed and Spain formally ac- 
knowledged the independence of the 
country. 


"Geographically speaking, Venezuela 
is bounded on the north by the Antil- 
lean sea, on the south by the United 
States of Brazil and a part of the re- 
public of Colombia and on the east by 
the Atlantic ocean and British Guiana. 


"According to the census of 1890 
there were in Venezuela 326,000 abo- 
rigines. 
Of this number 66.000 were 
independent, 
20,000 
subjugated 
and 
240.000 assimilated. 
Topographically 
speaking, the territory of the republic 
comprises three well-defined regions— 
the agricultural, the grazing and the 
forestal. The first occupies an area of 
134,942 square miles and extends from 
the north to the northwest of the coun- 
I try. 
In this region are to be found 
the coast range andi that of the Venez- 
uelan Andes, which form very fertile 
valleys. 
It comprises 87.325 square 
miles of public lands and 47.617 square 
miles belong to private parties. 
The 
grazing lands form a great belt south 
of the agrlcultuml region. 
It has an 
area of 156,496 square miles, of which 
58,480 are public and 98,016 private 
lands. 


"This region is made up of immense 
grass-covered plains, with 
navigable 
rivers, 
which 
overflow 
during 
the 
rainy season and Inundate them. 
The 
third region, the forestal, lies to the 
south of the grazing belt and extends 
to the southern limits of Venezuela, 
It has 308,095 square miles of area, of 
which 303,345 are public and 4750 are 
private. 


"The 
mountain 
systems 
comprise 
the Venezuelan Andes and the coast and 
Parlma ranges. 
According to the lat- 
est ofllclal data the coast line of Ven- 
ezuela extends 3020 kilometres along 
the Caribbean sea and the Atlantic 
ocean, and has 32 harbors, 50 coves and 
numberless 
anchorages, exclusive 
of 
those In the interior on the Jakes of 
Maracaibo and Valencia. 
There are in 
the country five gulfs, two large lakes 
and 204 small lakes. 
The territory is 
bathed by 1047 rivers and rivulets, of 
which 436 are afiluents of the Orinoco. 


"The climate of the country is mild, 
the extremes of heat and cold of north- 
ern climates 
being 
unknown. 
The 
coasts 
of 
Venezuela 
are 
tolerably 
healthy. 
Neither the black vomit nor 
yellow fever is considered 
epidemic, 
although sporadió cases of malignant 
fevers are not unknown. 
The seasons 
are dry and wet. 
The 
agricultural 
belt ginows coffee, cacao, sugar cane, all 
kinds of cereals and edible 
tubers, 
such as the potato, qucca, yam, etc. 
The graalng section Is well adapted to 
the raising of cattle. 


"The territory of the republic Is di- 
vided into 
13 federal states. 
Each 
state has its president and legislature. 


The former is elected by direct vote 
every four years. 
Each state by spe- 
cial law determines the form and con- 
dltions for the election of the mem- 
bers of the legislature. 
The federal 
district is dependent upon the presi- 
dent of the republic, who exercises his 
authority through a •governor of his 
free selection. 
\ 


"The capital of the republic is \the 
city of Caracas, founded in 1567 ' t y 
Don Diego do Logada. a Spanish caft- 
tain, who gave the city the name 
' 
Santiago de Leon, which it still re-^"^ 
tains iu old and modern public docu- 
ments. The city is located iu the beau- 
tiful valley of Caracas. 12 miles In 
length, and according to the census of 
3891 had a population not far from 90 - 
000. 


"The streets cross 
each

The Great Game as Adapted fop Ute 


Aboard Ship. 


"As I stopped on deck from the sa- 
loon one morning, on my return from 
abroad." said Frank M. Morris of "The 
Book Shop." 
"I heard a voice cry, 
'You've sliced a drive and you're in 
the grass.' 


"For a moment I wondered whether 
I was at sea or on the Exmoor links 
at home. 
I saw a gray ocean, which 
might have made a good golf links If 
it only had been solid, heaving against 
the sky, and Land's End, the last 
glimpse of England, disappearing on 
our weather quarter. So I was quite 
sure our vessel was a night out from 
London and on the open sea. But there 
wer.e people on deck undoubtedly play- 
ing golf—playing it with the absorbed, 
eager air that marks the devotee of 
the game on dry land. 


"Ocean golf is one of the novelties 
of the trans-Atlantic summer season. 
It was first Introduced on the boats 
of the Atlantic Transport line, and 
has been taken up enthusiastically on 
the lairger steamers of all lines. 
Mr. 
Morris returned on the Minnetonka, 
14,000 tons burden, 600 feet from stem 
! to stem, and with an afterdeck 200 
feet long and 40 feet in beam. 
Golf 
links had been laid out on this deck 
in the lee of the cabin. 


"The golf course about the deck," 
said Air. Morris, "consisted 
of 
nine 
circular chalk marks a foot in di- 
ameter In lieu of holes. The golf balls 
were shuflle board disks five inches 
across and an Inch thick. 
The clubs 
were shufile board sticks, with ends 
hollowed out to fit the disks. 
With 
these clubs the disks were sent slid- 
ing about the decks by vigorous shoves 
instead of free strokes. 
The hazards 
of the course were furnished by a 
wheelhouse, 20x30 feet In size, venti- 
lators, two hatches, four donkey en- 
gines, a capstan, spars, colls of rope 
and a galleyway leading to the deck 
below. 


"A good player could make a round 
of 18 holes in half or three-quarters of 
an hour. 
The third hole required a 
display of skill and a slight knowledge 
of billiards, 
it lay snug behind 
a 
group of big ventllartor funnels. 
The 
only way to reach It in a single stroke 
was to drive your disk against the side 
of the after hatch and make It carrom 
toward the hole, 


"In driving from the fourth to the 
fifth hole you had to reckon with the 
wheelhouse, which lay between them. 
In working back from the taffrail to 
the cabin you entered on a littio cam- 
paign full of difficult problems. 
The 
way was beset with such bunkers as a 
steam donkey, a scuttle over a galley- 
way, a number of ventilators and a 
capstan. 


If there was a sea on and the boat 
rolled, the difficulties of play became 
complicated. 
Then In driving you had 
to allow for the list of the deck. 
If 
your stroke was not sure there was the 
annoying possibility that your 
disk 
would turn on edge and roll a hundred 
feet or so down the dock and fetch up 
in tl\e scuppers. 
When the disk went 
into the gutters the players said it 
was in the grass. 


"There was nothing but golf aboard 
from the beginning of the voyage to 
tho end. 
Billiards, chess, whist and 
poker were waved aside for golf. 
Ev- 
ery passenger became as brown as a 
beiTy from playing golf on deck Ja 
tlie w'Ind and sun. 
At times they al- 
most fought for possession of the links. 
We had match plays, foursomes and 
one tournament."—Chicago 
Chronicle.

A RUG SUGGESTION, 


A wise housewife suggests that it Is 
very bad for either valuable or inex- 
pensive rugs to be beaten too often, as 
It does in very fact beat the life out 
of them. 
When the surface becomes 
Boiled they can be washed with no fear 
of injuring their colors, since the ma- 
jority of oriental rugs especially are 
.washed repeatedly before reaching this 
country and the dyes used are thereby 
mellowed and enriched. 


The best method of washing a large 
rug is to stretch and taclc it upon a 
clean floor, then scour it well with 
Boapsuds. 
After the scouring it must 
be thoroughly rinsed to remove an 
trace of the animal matter In the soap, 
after which it should not be removed 
until It is perfectly dry. Then It will 
not shrink and will lie perfectly flot 
upon the fioor. 


THE CARE OF SILVER. 


To prevent silver from tarnishing 
place a few lumps of camphor In the 
box or drawer containing the articles. 
This will neutralize to some extent the 
gases which turn silver black. If bIK 
ver is to be stored for some length of 
time it should be cleaned thoroughly 
and placcd in cotton flannel bags which 
can be closed tightly at the top. These 
bags should 
then 
be wrapped 
In 
paraffin paper or still better In bees- 
wax paper. To make the beeswax pa- 
per, for it cannot be bought, take or- 
dinary manila paper and lay it on a 
smooth surface covered by a white 
cloth. 
Shave the beeswax thickly 
over the paper and then pass a hot 
iron over it. The wax will melt right 
into the paper. 


New .silver frequently is lacquered. 
In other words, the surface has been 
varnished with a solution of gun cot- 
ton and ether. This is done by manu- 
facturers to. prevent the silverware 
being tarnished, also to keep the sur- 
face in good condition. 
The varnish 
sometimes peels off, leaving the ex- 
posed surface to tarnish. In this case 
there is nothing to do but to place the 
silver in boiling water for two or three 
minutes, after which the lacquer can 
be easily removed. 
Silver can be re» 
lacquered if desired*

convenient for obtaining a more nnl- 
lorm temperature throughout a room. 
An electric tan placed above a heater 
will distribute tlie warn» air which 
would otherwise rise toward the ceil- 
ing and only reach the lower regions 
when displaced by still warmer air. 
The thorough circulation and stirring- 
up brought about by the fan generally 
insure a pretty uniform temperature 
throughout the entire room.—lilectricai 
Review,

CREAM FOR FUELING. 


Ilent two and one-half cups of milk, 
Tidd one-quarter cup of fiour, the same 
tt sugar and one beaten egg and cook 
aoven minutes. Flavor and when part- 
"y cool use aa a fllilng. 


INDIAN CUSTARD. 


To soven-oighths cup of cornmeal add 
half a level teaspoon of salt, one-quar- 
ter cup of melted butter, one cup of 
molasses, two level teaspoons of ginger, 
and pour on four cups of scalding hot 
milk. 
Mix and pour into a buttered 
pudding disl;. 
Now add one cup of 
cold Avater and stir lightly, then hake 
two hours or more in a moderate oven. 


MliAT RISSOLES. 


Chop any kind of meat or poultry 
fine and moisten with highly seasoned 
gravy, and to two cups add one well- 
beaten egg. 
ll-eat all together. 
Koll 
gome rich paste very thin and cut in 
rounds. Put a teaspoon of the meat on 
jne-half of each round, moisten the 
^dgos, fold over and press together. 
Brush the tops of all with an egg 
oeaten, then bake and serve hot. 


CREAM CAKE OR PIE. 


Beat the yolks of three eggs very 
light, add one cup of tine granulated 
sugar and beat again. Add one cup of 
flour siited with a slightly rounding 
teaspoon of baking powder and add 
the stifily beaten whites of the eggs. 
Bake in one round tin and when cold 
split with a sharp knife and spread 
with tilling between. 
It is better to 
split the cake than to bake in two 
'jakes, which gives more crust. 


INDIAN PUDDING. 


Scald two quarts of milk and stir in 
jua 
cup of 
cornmeal 
mixfid 
with 
enough cold milk to make it pour. Cook 
one hour in this pan set in another of 
boiling water like a double boiler, then 
add one cup of molasses, one level 
teaspoon of cinnamon, one level tea- 
spoon of salt, one cup of sugar and 
four eggs, all beaten together, and two 
tablespoons of melted butter. 
Pour 
into a buttered dish and bake one hour 
Blowly. 


DAINTY POTATO SALAD. 


Press four common sized boiled po!a-
